3 Wo thinges (moſt Gratious Soueraigne) among the reſt of 
chiefeſt regard, in tertene and humane affaires, were euer 
appriſed at the higheſt value: Life, the preſent being: Fame and 
Reputation, the beautic and ſplendor theereof : The firſt giving 
eſſe, after non eſſe, to the greateſt earthlie Creature, the other 
maintaining in ſome ſorte, a percptuall life, and glorious living, 
when we be dead. 

Therefore, by how much the poſſeſſors of thoſe dignities, be 
more popular, publique, and greater in number, State, or pre- 
eminence : By ſo many degrees, vnworthily and trecherouſſie to 
be depriued of them, is more iniurious, guiltie of wickedneſſe, 
and obnoxiovs to Reſtitution. | 

Concerning the former; The late intended Conſpiracy againſt 
the life of your Royall Maieſtie, (the Life, Vnion, Rule, and 
Direction to theſe vnited Kingdomes) ſo many Nobles, and Per- 
ſons of eſteeme, was ſo heinous impiety, that nothing which is 
holy can make it Legitimate; no pretence of Religion can be al- 
leadged, to excuſe it: God and heauen condemne it, Men and 
earth deteſt it : Innocents bewaile it, the Nocen and vnhappie 
Delinquent: themſelues , perceiving how their Religion reproueth 


it, in repentance haue lamented it: Proteſtants exclaime againſt 


it, and your dutifull, Religious, and learned Catholikes, Prieſts, 
and others, which haue endured moſt for their profesſion, hold 
it in greateſt horror, and makeit a ſubiect of theit grieuous ſor- 
row, that any of their profesſion ſhould attempt ſo barbarous 
and vnnaturall cruelty, or practiſe any diſobedience at all to your 


Highneſſe. 
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And will ſweare, proteſt, promiſe, and perfotme to your Ma- 
ell, whatſoever Loyaltie, Obedience, and dutic is due from 
a ſubiect te s Temporall Prince, by the word of God, lawe of 
Nature, or hath becne vſed by the ſubicts of this Kingdome,to a- 
ny your Progenitors Chriſtian, from the firſt to the laſt: acknow- 
ledge and render to your honorable Counſaile, and all Magi- 
ſtrates in ciuill cauſes, ſo much Honor, Reuerence and Submiſ- 
ſion, and to all other Proteſtant ſubiects, like amitie and neigh- 
bourlie affection, as if they were of the ſame Religion, which we 

rofeſſe. 
4 Concerning the ſecond, of publike reproache, and defamati- 
on , (moſt worthy Prince) if itonly concerned the Catholikes of 
this Nation, although it be no eaſie queſtion to proue, that men 
in ſuch matters, and at ſuch times, are maſters of their fame: yet 
they could be content to burie it in their graue of obliuien with ſo 
many miſeries which they haue long ſuſteined, for their holy faith; 
and to ſay with the Apoſtle, Maledicimur et benedicimus, perſocu- 
tionem patimur et [uſtinemus, blaſpnemamnar et obſecramus: but when 
the Purgamenta huuus mundi, and omnium peripſema, muſt be made 
the badge of all maintainers of that worſhippe, and all be ſtiled 
ſcditious and traiterous Perſons, quite contraric to your High- 
neſſe often Aſſertions, and publique Proclamations; T hat all 
Catholike ſubiects to all — titers „your Confederates, 
muſt weare that Liverie, and their Soueraignes be attended with 
ſuch feruants; All Catholike ſchooles termed Seminaries of rebel- 
hons : and ſo directiy not only the reputations of all thoſe Vni- 
rerfities, Princes, and Prelates of the Church of God, but God 
himſelfe (whole howlſe it is, and whoſe honor can neither be given 
nor taken away) is thus condemned: as is ſet forth in a late pam- 
phleit intituled, An exaci Diſcouerie of Romiſs dotrine in caſe of 
Conſpiracie : Silence would be too ſuſpicions, of neglect in many 
© greateſt duties, to Godin heauen, his Church on earth, to your 
Maicſtie, and the whole Catholike world. 

Therefore I pore wretch and ſinner an vnworthy member of 
that ſacred bodie of Chriſt, and one of your Highneſſe obedient 
ſubies, in all ſubmiſsion craue pardon, not only to make de- 

aſtrance of Catholikes due and expected Loyaltie, to your 


Soueraigne Authoritie, and refute the friuoulous * 
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that Author: But with Dewd againſt Galiah in the behalfe of 

King Saul, and the people of God, to ſttilee with his owne ſword, 

and returncall and euery of his deadlie reaſons, vppon himſelfe, 
and his owne Profeſzion. 

Which, as I may lawfully obſerve, by common conſent of all, 
entreating of the law of conſcience, in this caſe, being onely to vſe 
our owneright of iuſt defence, and not to offend or defame Accu- 
ſers, (which charitable expoſition, I deſire of ail Proteſtant Rea- 
ders:) So, if I had trauclled no farther into that doctrine, then to 
the laſt printed booke by your Maieſties Printer, of the late inten- 
wed conſpiracy, I might as eaſily performe it: for that Proteſtant 
author giueth it out as a general Rule & vadoubted Maxime, to all 
profeſlors of worſhip, to take armes, if their religion be in hazard: 
and that no priuate man could thinke his life more happily be- 
ſtowed, than to fight yro Aris: which is greater liberty, than any 
opinion which our aduetſarie can finde among Catholike Wri- 
ters, ſo by him attached of treaſon and rebeſlion. But he ſhall re- 
criue a more plaine and ptentifull recitall, both of publike po- 
ſitions and practiſes, fiom all his neighbouring Allies in religion, 
to proue his one profeſſion, to be both Seminary and Granary 
of ſuch prouiſion. | | 

Which Iam more inforced vnto, becauſe this diſcoverer, by fo 
many, not vſuall Catholike Authors, alleaged in his booke, diſclo- 
ſeth his inueterate malice againſt vs, that he was now in his deſired 
oppettunitic , deliuered with ioy of that, wherewith hee had tra- 
uailed ſo long in paine:orto renew in ſubtile manner, his old good 
affection to your Maicſtie, doth marſhall you euen now, (other- 
wiſe all his reuſons be too childiſh) in the number of cruell Ty- 
rants, Excommunicates, Apoſtataes,and the infamous of all ages, 
not only Princes, but baſe perſons. So that eyther for diſloyalty to 
your Highneſſe, or inured inflamed hatred vnto vs j or both, hee 
can finde no center of his ſlaunders, except your Maicſtic bee 
made the man and marke , whereatthe penall canons and conſti- 
tutions of holy Church, did point and leuell hundreds of yeares, 
before you were borne, or his religion receiued life. 

This is tbe miſerable & diſtreſſed ſtate, of many thouſands your 
moͤſt loyoll and louing ſubiecis, (dread Liege) for their faithfull 
dutie to God, and a religion taught in this king dome, and — 
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— gr Pope of Rome, anſwered Conſtantins the Emperour, perſwading

ced by all your r eee. our anceſtors, ſo many hundred 
yeares, from their firſt conuerſion : that every aduetſary ma 

preach, and print againſt vs, and make their challenge szas thoug 

eyther for ignorance we could not, or for diſtruſt of our cauſe, 
we were vnwilling to make them anſwer, or come to triall : when 
quite contrary, wee haue, often, earneſtly, and by all meanes wee 
could, deſired to haue it graunted, with equall conditions, a- 
gainſt the moſt ſelected and beſt learned Doctors of that reli- 

ion. | 

. And at this preſent, when your cheefeſt Proteſfant Cleargie, 
(Biſhops, and others) is aſſembled, wee moſt humbly intreat, this 
fo reaſonable a Placer; that although they will not (as we feare) ea- 
fily conſent to an indifferent choyce, oppoſition, and defence in 


queſtions; yet, at the leaſt, (to auoide the wonder of the woild) 


they will be content, hat we may haue publike audience, for thoſe 
articles, opinions, and practiſe, for which we are ſo much condem- 
ned, and perſecuted. If wee ſhall not be able to defend or proue, 
any poſition generally maintained in our doctrine, to be confor- 
mable to thole rules in divinity,which your Maieſty, and the pro- 


teſtant lawes of England (we can offer no more) haue confirmed 


for holy. the canonicall Scriptures, the firſt 2 Councells, the 
daies of Conſtantine, and the Primatiue Church; let the penalties 
be impoſed and executed againſt vs. If we performe it, or this pe. 
tition may not be admitted, we truſt, that both our office to God, 
and duty to Prince, is diſcharged in this point. | 

Your royall Perſon, and that honorable cunſiſtory new aſſem. 
bled, or holdcnin your doctrine, to be the ſupreame ſentencer, e- 
uen in ſpiritual] buſineſſe in this kingdome : wee therefore hope 
you will not (ina Court from whence no appealcis allowed, and 
in matters of ſuch conſequence) proceede to iudgement, or deter- 
mine of execution , —— the arraigned is ſommoned to anſwer, 
hath receiued, or re fuſed triall, is, or can be proued guilty : for it 
is a Sages ſentence: Iudicem & Aram eſſe idem; euen in ordinary 
Iudges: becauſe people iniured or diſtreſſed ſſie to them both for 
refuge. And we humbly crave licence to ſay vnto you, as Liberiur, 


him to ſubſcribe to the baniſhement of ſaint Athanaſſa, the great 


Gretian Patriarke. O Imperator, Iudicia ecolefiaſtica decet tam mar- 
b » n 
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ima proferri iuſtitia. If we be condemned, & our cauſe be iuſt, and 


religion true, itis God, and not man, againſt whom you proceede 
in ſentence : if our profeſſion be erroneous, and yet for conſent 
with ſo many Nations, and ſo long continuance, it is left vnpuni- 
ſhed; you onely pardonthe frailty and ignorance of earthly men, 
and fightnot withthe heavenly. 

Deny not that to vs, your euer true and obedient ſubiects, in a 


religion ſo antient, which your colleged Princes, the King of 


Spaine, and Arch-duke, doe offer to the ſo many yeares diſobedi- 
ent Netherlanders, vpon their temporall ſubmittance, in ſo late 
an imbraced doctrine. That which the Arrian Emperors of the 
Eaſt, permitted to the Catholikes, (Biſhops, Prieſts, Churches, 
tolleration:)what the barbarian V andalls often offered, and fome- 
times truly performed in Africke 3 what the Turkiſh Emperor in 
Greece, and Proteſtant Princes in Germany, and other places allow 
to them of our religion, can be no ſingular offence, to grant vnto 
vs once in ſo many yeares, though our religion were vntrue. It 
would be acceptable to all Catholike Princes, conformable 
to the examples of proteſtant Rulers, not vnaunſwerable to 
your owne Run pietie, pittie and promiſe, no diſguſt to any 
Proteſtant, or Puritane at home, a Iubily to vs 
diſtreſſed; and (to anſwer all the diſcouerers quarrells in one ſen- 
tence) a warraut of ſecurity to your Maieſty, in all opinions a- 
gainſt choſe terrors and dangers which he conceiteth: from which, 
and all others, of what linde ſoeuer, we moſt humbly beſeech the 
infinite Maieſty of God, to preſerue your Highneſſe, and 
ſend you, your Queene,, and poſteritic, all happineſſe 
: and febheity yy ang and earth.

T His Diſcauerer of Terrors and Daungers neuer before ima- 


gined, like vnto the eſpiall of King Alexander, which either Canin * 


hauing his phantaſie and interior powers diſtempered, or his ex- 
— of order, or both farre from frameing right ap- 
prehenfion, and true judgement , brought worde to his wiſe tri 
umphant Emperor, that an army of enemies was approaching to 
aſſault him, when they were but a ſmall company of ſilie Apes, 
imitating ſouldiers with a march on the Mountaynes, doubteth 
not to call ſuch his deluded viſion, An exact Diſconery of Romiſh 
Deftrine in the caſe of Comfpiracie and Rebellion : and alittle after, 4 
Plaine Diſconery of the Rebellions Doctrine of the R omiſh Church; and 


termeth Remiſb Schooles (to vie his owne wordes) Seminaries of 


Rebellions, and telleth vs, Popiſh Prieſts, as alſo their Adberents , be 
worthily executed for ſeditions and trayterons perſons. Hitherto is the 
ſtrange Diſcriall of this great Diſcoverer, not as yet yeelding any 
Reaſon, but that we may thinke his braine diſtempered, [conceit- 
ing Apes, for mortall Enemies, their ſtickes and Reeds for dead- 
17 — weapons. Therefore ſuppoſing, for his Reports of 
o vnprobable things, he ſheuld bedeluded as a man illuded, and 
ſtrangely miſ- talen, except he pretended ſome ſtrange and vn- v- 
ſuall Argument, for his rare Intelligence, falling into a ſecond ex- 
treamiue, like a farre Trauailer, giueth foorth, that theſe wonders 
be collected out ofthe expreſse Dogmaticall Principles , of Popiſh 
Prieſts and D oftor:,and from their Publike Poſitions andPrattiſes, and 
accordingly entituleth every leafe, Romiſs Poſitions and Prattiſes of 
Rebellion. What ſimply meaning minde would not be amazed 
withſucha meſſage, eſpecially when hee profeſſeth theſe things 
to be collected, wort without direflion from "pom Ki 
t 
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But, to onerthrowe his laſt Afsertion ; firſt, There is neyther 
name of Author (the Current of time ſtreaming for the) tothe 
Pamphlet, nor Licence and Priuilege of Impreſſion, as all Books 
publiſhed by Authoritie by Engliſh Proteſtants ought to haue: 
And therefore to be accompted a Libell. F 
Touching the ether, of prooving his Intent by our owne Dog - 
maticall prineiples, and Publique Poſitions, it is ſo impudent an vn- 
trueth, That if all his falſely applied Authorities were to be ad- 
mitied for Goſpel, yet not one ſuch Dogmaticall and Publiks Poſe 
tion or Practiſe, to the diſgrace of our holy Religion, and to rati- 
fie his ſlaunderous accuſation, is regiſtred in his whole Diſconery. 
Except this Accuſer will accuſe and conuitt himſelfe of treaſon, 
Rar. i. pag i. a. j. both with God and man, io endite his Maicſty our gratious So- 
45. & ral. a. 3. ueraine of higheſt diſobedience to his King & Creator in heauen, 
engroſsing him in the Catologue of cenſured, excommunicate, 
and denounced Hereticks ,Apoſtatacs, Tirants, and Vſurpers: 
which if he intendeth to doe, at his firſt entrance he hath commit- 
Seatue.ry,8li- ted a crime Læſæ Maieflatis if the lawe of Q. Elixabeth be not dead 
n. with her ſelfe. If he will not be expounded in ſuch ſence, and to 
place all the honorable and inferior Magiſtrates, and Proteſtants 
alſo not in Authority, in that order, proportion of degrees obſer- 
ued( a paradoxe moſt monſtrous, and not to bee imagined by any 
learned Catholike) he warreth not againſt the Roman church, and 
ſchooles, his aymed obiect; but againſt poctically or childiſhlie 
2 Proſepopeis, and Chimeres of his owne creation; for againſt 
only ſuch his Arguments haue their force, againſt ſuch as we o- 
ſteeme them, they are too fooliſh. * | 
Re. ek. a.. Secondly, to give hie to his feeble or dead obiections, we muſt 
8 822 condiſcend at his high will and pleaſure, not only that all Proie- 
ſtants of England are formall heretickes , ſentenced ag ainſt, and 
cenſured, (all which we abſolutely denie:) But chat all penall de- 
crees in the Canon and Papall lawe eited in his Treatiſe, are due 
and belonging vnto them, which the whole Chriſtian world will 
$ witneſſcagainſt : And that in no Kingdome where Proteſtants 
j be planted, England, Scotland, Ireland, Fraunce, Sweveland, 
Heluetia, Lorraine, Denmar«e, any part of Germanie, Bohee 
mia, Poland or any other they be praftizedasinforce , or put in 
execution.

: Thirdly, we muſt giue cotiſent (againſtall Catholike ſchooles) Nat. a. pig. o. 10 
that there is no difference — chief ſpirituall power and 
preeminence which we giue to Popes, and mere ciuill ſouerain 

Authority ouer Princes, and all temporall things, when we only 

attribute the firſt, and not the ſecond to the Roman See. 

Fourthiy, we mult not denie to ihis Diſcoverer, but if the Pope (754998 14-15 
commandeth Armes againſt our Prince (a metaphiſicall & need. 23.26.55. Kc. 
leſfe feare to be put in practiſe) we would formally be conformed 
to ſuch precept : yet when we giue a true, reall, preſent, and ac- 
tuall inſtance, that the ſame Papall Authoritie no commandeth 
all Catholicks to performe all dutifull loyaltie and obedience to his 
Majeſtie, (more then ihe proteſtant Cleargie of England can ju- 
ſtifie for themlelues) and quia Papa [ic iubet, et prohibet the con- 
trary: it will be no ſatistaction for good behauiour to this obie- 
ctor. Theſe and more ſuch abſurdities muſt be yeelded vnto, if 
any one of his Arguments is to be reſpected. But I muſt needs — — 

ut him in minde, that he hath behelde his viſage tod much in the dene to Prin» 

glaſſe of Michliſſe, Huſſe, Waldo, Luther, Munſler, Swing lms, Cal- ps 
un, Beta, Knoxe, Cranmer, Ridley, Latimer, Sandi, Rogesr , and 

all Proteſtants of all places, (as I will demonſtrate — Jhow- 

ſoeuer they varied in other queſtions, yet all jumping togither in 

this, that Kinges and Magiſtrates of a different Religion, ate not 

to be obeyed, but contemned, contradicted, depoled, and not 

worthy to be accounted ey ther Princes or men: And this colou- 

red, bloudie, and ſtained ſpectaele or ſpeculum, hath ſo deluded 

his eyes, that he can ſee noihung but xebellions, ſeditions, and diſ- 

obedicnce in profeſſors of Religion, though neuer fo holy and 
approued. Bus as we differ from him & his adherents, in ſo ma- 

ny chiefeſt articles of Religion; ſo we vtterlie renounce both their 


doctrine and practiſe in this poynt.

| Whereforeto purge vs of all theſe crimes, by the firſt ſentence 
of this Accuſer z Ianſwere, this poſition ( Proteſtants are here- 
fichs and excommunicate) is neyther a generall Aſwnrption in Ca- 
tholike Religion, neither doe I ſoppoſe that any one particular 
learned Catholicke in this kingdome (yet ſuch can beſt judge of 
their country cafc) doth or will defend this opinion, which he 
calleth our generall Aſſumpmiom. 

For firſt, there is not at this preſent one Proteſtant abſolutelie 
(then not all Proteſtantes) eſteemed with vs to be in that caſe, 
within the Dominions of our Soucraigne, of what condition ſo- 
euer to my knowledge : neyther is there daunger thereof hereaf< 
ter, except ſuchwicked and ſlaunderous writinges (as this Diſco- 

| werie) be made incitemen:2and citations for ſuch cenſures. For al- 
though many, or moſt of tht opinions defended by the Prote- 
ſtants of England were condent94 for hereſies, both in the pri- 
matiue and later dayes of the Church of Chriſt , in /owinan, YVigi- 
lantius, Ærius, Berengarius, Waldo, Wickiiffe, Huſſe, and others: 
yet it dothnotpreſently followe , that all which imitate thoſe do- 
ctrines ſhould be termed Hereticks , as the firſt obſtinate Inuen- 
tors, and pertinatious defendors of thoſe novelties were. For 
dom. d. 1. according tothe ſentence of S. I homur, Halerſis, Silueſter, Duran- 
ur. a. N. l i. p. g · dus, and the common opinion of Schooles, ignorance (cuen vin- 
181.,9.1.5-1 cible) excuſeth from hereſie. And this is the doftrine of S. Au- 
13.9. 5.are.6 Syl. £#ſine , who in his booke 47 vtililate credend; writeth thus, He it 
Aera lde vt. i Herericꝭę who for temporal Commodity, or Vayne-glory, or Prin- 
lie.Cred.in prin- cipallitie, eyther begetteth or followeth falſe Opinyon , but he who be. 
ep teeneth Hereticks (the caſe of the major part of engliſh Proteſtants) 
is amanilluded with a certayne Imagination of pyttie and trath , And 

he affirmetb, that the firſt (wherof I hope England is not ſo plen- 

tifull) is an Heteticke, and not the other. And againſt the Dona- 

Gſts he telleth vs, tbat he which holdeth that of Chriſt which Pho-

tinws the hereticke did, thinking it to be the Catholike faith (as — 


hundreds of thoutands of ignorantly ſeduced Proteſtants doe, 
which heare no other doctrme but miniſters Sermons) is net yet 
an Hereticke, except when che truth of the Catholike doArine is ene 
made manifeſt, he will reſiſt it. And Cardin ill Aulase himſelle pecusAt. 
ſo often obiccted in this dſcanery, thus writcth of that holy father 

and this queſhon. Beatus Augnſtinus admonuit, decipi ab Hereticns 

quis dic tur, & Hæreticis credere, nec tamen prepriè eſt Hæreticus. He 

is not properly an Hereticke, v hichis deceaued ot Hereticks, and 

belecucth Herct cles.

as the higheſt power. And in this caſe of Armes and death (which 
this man ſo often obiecteth) the cauſe is more daungerous in re- 
ſpect, that inthe whole papall and canon law of the Popes, there 
is no penaltie of death againſt any hereticke, or excommunicate, 
neyther is ſuch punniſhementts bee inflicted by any ſpirituall 
Iudge, or executioner: But that kinde of reuenge or juſtice, is on- Cedic. berer. leg, 
ly prouided by the emperiall and civill Conſtitutions, and by 35127. —x 
temporall Authority and brac hium ſceculare to be put in practiſe. Quicanque, 
Laſtly, leit him battaile againſt bimſelfe, and his Proteſtant 8 
brethren, which of all people in the worlde, that euer were, or be, gion of all others 
are the moſt guilty in theſe proceedings, as I will at large demon- — — 
ſtrate hercafter) and Catholikes of all moſt innocent. For ſeeing and Catholique 
all profeſſors of Religion, Iſraclites, Pagans, Catholikes, Pro- aaa 
teltants, and all others euer preſcribed ſome meanes and manner 
to keepe both Ruler and the ruled in order: of all people to 
whom that authority was attributed by — Popes of Rome 
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(proportion of time and place couſidered) haue beene the actors 
of the feweſt tranſlations of titles in Princes. Not aboue foure or 
fiue examples can be giuen in the whole chriſtian worlde in aboue 
I 500 yearcs, and not many excommunications from the firſt of 
Euſeb.hiſtor. -* 7-h;/lippe the firſt Chriſtian Emperour (as ſome ſippoſe by the 
Pope of Rome) or of Archadius by Pope Innoc-mins the firſt with- 
Nicephor,hiſt, in 4.0O yeares aſter Chriſt ; when the Prophettes and Prieſts of 
in Achad. Tyrie depoſed more in one Kingdome; and the exceſſe ofthe Pa- 
gans is not to be recited . And the Proteſtants themſelues fince 
their originall haue depoſed as many or more, the n all the Popes 
a in Jo many yeares, and that onelie for Religion, when for that 
quarrell not one Prince in the Popedome hath loſt his Diademe, 
nor. any without common conſent of the Chriſtian worlde. For 
Proteſtants, I inſtance in the Prince of Geneua depoſed and in 
the King of Spaine, and the preſent Arche - duke in the Lowe 
Countries,expelled from their Right, the Kinge of Polonia in 
Sweucland at this preſent in litle better eſtate, the Queene Regent 
in Scotland ſo made aſubie&, and his Maieſties mother depoled, 
the Emperour denied his allowance of tribute for the Turkiſhe 
warres, his Townes taken, and kept againſt him, the Duke of 

Loraine,, and others in the like predicament. 

And the violent attempts which they haue vndertaken ; by re- 
bellion ag. inſt their Princes, for this quarrell of Religion, — 
beene more, then all excommunications of Princes by Popes, 
for any reſpect whatſoever z the particulars will appearc in their 
proper place. | 

And whence can all theſe impious practiſes proceed, with ſo 
generall applauſe, but from their moſt impious aud rebellious 
ublique poſitions? you haue heard before, that the proces of

muſt not call them Kings or Superiours; but Tirants, Monſters, 
and not worthy of life. But more of this hereafter, in their gene- 
rall poſitions and præactiſes. 

he reſt of the penalties which this Author alleadgeth as be- catbolxkes genie 
longing to the excommunicate, and ſuch heretickes, and which n temponallie. 
he writeth,that Catholikes doe teach, are due, and to be exten to Proceftance, 
ded vpon all Proteſtants of England, be thus recited : to ſpoile 
Proteſtants of their goods; deny tithes tothe Miniſters; not pay- 
ing debts to Creditors; ſervants not dutifull to Maſters; wiues not 
beneuolent io Hu bands; Parerts diſ-inhe: iting Children; chil- 
dren not obeying P. rentsʒ kinſmen to kindred, and countriemen 
to their Countrie to be vnkinde. But I have anſwered before, rhat 
theſe ſocieties are not to be denied to the Proteſtants of England, 
becanſe we doe not eſtcemethem in that caſe of heretickes, and 
excommunicates.

moſt part of Germany, or in farther circuit. And if the penal con- 


ſtitutions of the generall Councell of Trent repreſenung Pope, 
Prelates, Princes, and the whole church of Chriſt, are not yet at · 
ter fourty yeares continuance recraued in the recited Prouinces, or 
Kingedomes: There is not ſo great daunger , that thoſe Papall 
paines will euer giue to this manſo much cauſe of ſo outragious 
exclamations. T hey were long before the birth of . 
prouided for countries and people whence hereſies had not ente- 
red, not where ſuch opinions haue preeminence. And if it ſhould 
pleaſe his Maieſtie to reſtore ihe Catholike faith in England, yet 
there is not perill that proteſtants ſhould fall to ſuch feares of theſe 
penall conſtitutions to be admitted: penalties are not ſo ſoone 
impoſed, their nature is to be reſtricted and not dilated. If fo ma- 


ny other kingdomes vnder Catholike Regents, Fraunce, Sweue- 


land, Bohemia, Polonia, Tranſiluania &c. doe not conſent to 
their admiitance: This Iland one of the laſt by cituation, and ſo 
long at variaunce with the Roman Church, is not lilcelie to be the 
firſt in that, wherein nature deſireth to be the laſt. We haue not 
now an other Qucene Marie, Inheretrix to the Crowne, to be 
joyned in mariadge with a potent Prince, in whoſe Dominion 
they bein force; — with husband, conformity in coun- 
trie diſcipline is neuer like to breed you ſcruples in this behalfe. 
And yet in ſuch a metaphiſicall caſe (emo læditur niſi a ſeipſo) 
though you haue auowed to be an heretike and excommunicate, 
you mult be cited, and admoniſhed before cenſure, and obſti- 
nate before and after, or elſe your daunger is not deadlie. 

Thus I haue proued at lardge, as my violent and diſtreſſed 
leaſure would giue me allowance, that the chiefeſt building of all 
theſe ſlaunders againſt vs, is ruinate and ouerthrowne; that we 
doe not eſteeme all Proteſtants for heretickes and e xcommuni- 
cate , as he pretendeth : neither that they are ſubiect to ſuch pe- 
nalties , as he alleadgeth; that they are not cenſured, or as ſuch to 
be depriued of any ciuill ſocietie, communication, their goodes, 
lues. liberties, dignities, honor, homage, fealtic, ſubiection, du- 
tic, love, or any thing pretious, their proper and peculiar; but 
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to the ſuppoſed Diſcouery. 
contrariewiſe to enioy and —— thoſe priueledges, in as ample 
manner and freedome, at if they were of the ſame k ion which 
wedefend. 

Now I will with breuitie anſwere to his particular pretended Ane tobe 
reaſons, grounded vpon the generall before confuted: And firſt . Reon. 
to his firſt Sui, or rather Sophy/me; the maior propoſition 
whereofis already ouerthrowne , and only requiring repetition, 
is as followcth : They who by their ſleunderous dottrine make all Pro-

their degrees, and vnfeined affection to the reſt, as if they wete of 
the ſane faith and profeſſion in Religion. * |

Laſtly he brings againe the Bull of Pius the Gf againſt QE.

And this 
ſuteth beſt with their holy ſpirit: For if every man among them, 
way iudge of all Fathers, Popes, Councells, Scriptures, and autho- 
rities, which be the higheſt , they may with leſſe preſumption, 
challenge to be Superiors, and ſit in iudgement of all terrene, and 
temporall buſineſſe. 

He bringeth no other authors for prieſts intending, deſigning or 
practiſing the murther of Princes, but onely citeth Mr. Rainolas, 
Cregorius de valentia, & Simencha about cenſured heretickes, often 
before anſwered in his ſence and meaning: But his holy obe di- 
ence and duty can finde no other company in the chriſtian world, 
tor his King, and Soueraigne, but Firants, excommunicate he- 
retickes, and ſuch exploded perſons. | 

For practiſe in this point, he only alleadgeth three authorities, 
beſides this late vnhappie Stratageme. His firſt teſtimony is from 
Gallebelgicus, who among other of his farre fetchedintelligences 
ſhould affirme, that one Arnolde in Paris aſcribed the Tirannie 
of the Spaniards in the Indies, to the Ieſuites. But Lewis Grana- 
de, Metellns Sequanus and others * — credite, who ſpeake 
dolefully, and bitterlie againſt that I irannie, be of other minde: 
And we intreate now of Chriſtian Princes, and not of poore Iufi- 
dell and Pagan common people . Therefore if this were true, yet 
to no purpoſe, ifthere were no prieſts but Ieſuites. But it is well 
knowne that Arnoldus was a profeſſed enemy to that Societie, and 
is confuted by Mentauus and others. And yet Gallobeſgicus is 
not without his hiperbolicall Locutions. in | 

His ſecond example is, that Redo/phns Comes, (which he tran- 
flateth Duke Rodolph)foght againſt the Emperor Henry the 4, ex- 
communicate. To which he ioyneth the often repeated Bull of 
Pius the fift againſt Queene Elixabeth, both anſwered before. 
And till this man cannot ballaunce his Soueraigne with any but 
excommunicates, Indian infidells, Tirants, Apoſtataes &c. 

: Laſtly; he addeth the late conſpiracie againſt the houſe, of 


Parliament. But as he hath heard, that all prieſts were not ſo 


well pleaſed in the formerproccdings with the deceaſed Queene:

H. ſcuenth Sillogiſme is this: Seeing it j in a manner all one to 
commit 4 villeme, and to commend it, we may argus, that whoſo- 
euer ſball iuſtiſis alt of reaſons and parricides , are not mnguilty of the 
ſame crimes. To this I grant, and adde, (which is cuidently proued 
before) that the cheefeſt teachers and profeſſors of Proteſtancy, 
doe not onely iuſtifie, but commend, canonizc for holy, encou- 
rage, command, and reward ſuch proceedings: therefore they are 
not vnguilty of the ſame crimes. 

And whereas be ſettethdowne for his leſſe Propoſition + Bug 
all Priefts des inflifie ſuch heinous parricides, Ergo, T have proued be- 
fore, both by their owne authority, continuall experience, and 
at this time, that ſuch aſſertions be molt falſe and flanderous. 

But hee will maintaine his ſentence , becauſe Bellermine faith; 
Many Popes have worthily depriucd many Princes, of their re- 
gall authority. The examples be in Leo 3. Fredericke 1. Otho 5. 
and Childeriche, King of France. To Obiections of which nature, I 
have often anſwered before. And fincere would haucal- 
leaged the true cauſes of ſuch proceſſe, with thoſe Princes, which 
take away the enuie ofthis matter, proue a flat diſparitic in the ca- 
ſes compared, and bring eternal to many Proteſtant ro- 
bellions,and often ing Princes ſor meaner quarrells, and for 
no true cauſe at all.

But ] tell him, that alſo a Catho- 
like, Doctor Barke/ey, a profeſſor at AMuſſipont, hath confuted that 
booke,which alſo may ſerue for other citations from thence, which 
I have anſwered before. 

He accuſeth Cardinall Alanus, for approuing the rendering of 
Dauontore, vatothe hands ofthe King of Spins, the true owner. 
By which, he condemneth himſelfe, to be within the compaſle of 
his owne concluſion of rebellion, and to iuſtifie ſuch acts of trea- 
ſon: for all the world can witneſſe, that Towne truly ts belong to 
that King, Then, not the ſurrendering of it to the lawfull Prince, 
(which hee condemneth ) but the wrongfull withholding of it, 
(which he approueth) was treaſon and rebelhon.

I anſwer : If this 
be the opinion of Beme:, be ſpeaketh ignorantly in this caſe : For 
the Pope himſelfe, Gregory the thirteenth, had declared, for the in- 
ſtruction of the vnlearned, ihat wee might performe all duties of 
obedience, notwithſtanding any cenſure. And this we may proue 
by the next obicRtion it ſelfe, of this accuſer; acknowledging 2

the Pope diſpenſed (as he termeth his declaration) That the Ca- 
tholikes in England, might profeſſe a large obedience : (his owne 
words) notwithſtanding the excommunication of the Queene. 

But where he addeth this reſtraint; re$#s ſic ſlantibus, and that it 
wasrecalled by Xie: the fift, in the yeare 1588. when the Spa · 
niards pretended invaſion. I anſwerinthefirſt caſe: That Cardi- 
nall Allaue, better acquainted in theſe affaires, than any proteſtant 
Writer, ſo long after in England, relateth the Popes declaration, for 
Catholikes obedience to Queene Elicabeib, without any reſtraint 
or limitation: neither doth this man diſcouer where hee findeth 
ſuch reſtticting clauſe. And as for Pope ita, Reuocation, if any 
ſuch was, (which he rather imagineth, then prooueth) it is not in 
force in any opinion, not being publiſhed. 

The caſe ot the Earle of Tyrone, whatſoeuer it was, is not now 
imputed againſt him, as his libertie and fauour in Englend, ſince 
then be witneſle. Therefore it might better be ſuppreſſed, than vr- 
ged by this diſcouerer. 

HithertoT haue anſwered to all the obiections of this diſputer, 
againſt Catholike religion, ſhewing the innocency — the 
offences obiected, and that Proteſtants be guilty in all, and euery 
of the pretended crimes. And in that order, I haue made returne 
of eucry Argument, vpon the diſcoverer, and his owne profeſſi- 
on. But ſeeing his confuſion and repetition of the ſame, or equi- 
uolent reaſons, was ſuch, as (I have noted before) that I could not 

we him ſo ample allowance in that kinde, as his curtefie deſerved, 
except I would fall intothelike repeating error, Ihaue reſerued 
ſome paimentto this place. Before performance whereof, I de- 
ſire my Reader to remember the ſubſtance of his maior propoſi- 
tions, in all his ſyllogiſmes, that the leſſer and minors with their

Whoſoeuer profeſle any ciuill power ſoueraigne over Kings, di- 
rectly, or indirectly, deny neceſlary right of election, or of ſuc- 
ceſſion of Princes, &e. ſhall manacle the hands of ſubiects, detra- 
ny all obedience, ſuggeſt a doctrine of forcible depoſing Prin- 
ces fromtheir thrones, intend, deſigne, or practiſe the murther of 


Princes, iuſtifie acts of treaſons, and parricides . And ſnakes that 


doe naturally ſting, fo ſoone as they get warmth, are ſeditious, in- 
tollerable, may be challenged and condemned for diſordered and

ſious are manifeſtly rebellious,deſperate traitors, & not to be har- 
bored in the boſome of the Common-wealth. This is the general 
Maior propoſition in all his eight recited Arguments, being one 
aud the ſame (tor the moſt part) in ſubſtance and effect; but va- 
ried and repeated fo often, with this mans protracted ma- 
lice. Therefore, ioyning all theſe together in one, for my firſt pro- 
poſition, granted by my aduerſary for molt certaine, | make this 
my ſecond generall propoſition. But the Cleargy Proteſtant pro- 
feſlors and patrons, in all times and places, as opportuntie bath

chriſtians, more then themſelues will, ncither by men oor Angells: 
there is no hope of remedy , except all humane lawes be talen a- 
way. 
— was of the ſame opinion and practiſe, and called rebel- — _—_ 
lion for his religion, the warre of God; affirming, that hee had re- 
ceived eſpeciall commaundement from God, to warre againſt 
Kings, and had promiſe of victorie from heauen. And thereupon 
| ſuch rebellions enſued , that of his owne adherents and traiterous 

proteſtants, were ſlaine within the ſpace of three moncths, 
one hundred and thirty thouſands.

Belgrade & Rhodes were taken, Hungary was entered, King Lodo- fol. ar. Kc. 
wicke ſlaine, Buda conquered, & Verima Auſtra beſieged with two 
hundred & fifty thouſand Turkiſh ſouldiers. And the Proteſtants 
of that Nation, were not content with theſe publke opinions and 
practiſes of rebellion in themſelues againſttheir Emperours Fer- 
dinande and Charles, whom they perſecuted and beſieged, but 
conſpired with the Turke himſelfe, both againſt them, and the 
whole chriſtian world. And their ſucceſſours in Hungary, theſe 
laſt yeares, no better behaued themſelues: theſe directſy admitted 
the Turks entry: the firſt endeuoured to performe it, as their owne Capataliohil, 
letters of conſpiracy, and the comming of the Baſſa of Buda, a- — — 
gainſt Jeramandso into Pannonia, were witneſſes. And Siendan him- conr.Illerich.de 
lelfe.a German Proteſtant giueth teſtimony; that this was the do- — 
Qrine ol their diuines of Magaenblurge publik ely teaching in de- Sleidaa l. 2. 
fence of ſuch rebellions, that ſuch watres were lawfull. 

For Sweneland, theproteſtants themſelues giue alſo teſlimony; $weucland,Chit, 
that the Catholike King thereof, was inforced by his rebellious — 598 
goſpellers, to make himſelfe a ſubiect vnto their deſignements, 
and condiſcend, that no Cathulike ſhould beare office in that king-

Petr.Far. ore, ko his owne Chappell. And what rebellions did the Proteſtant 
concr.ſes, No billitie, by aduiſe of their Cleargie, raiſe againſt their Prince for 
this cauſe in former times? And who is ignorant of their ſtill con- 
tinued ſeditions and rebellions? 

In Denmarke, the ſame dogmaticall opinions were both pub. 
kely defended,and put incxecution: V hat inſurrections and re- 
bellions did the Proteſtants of that kingdome maintaine by this 
title > Did they not aſſault the King vnder yeares, and in minority 
with open warres ? Did they not confederate and colleague them- 
ſelues with the profeſled enemies of the kingdowe, fell the Cities 
to ſtrangers, challenge regall power to their rebellions, and ſuch 
like intollerable treaſons? 

Let vs come to Heluetia, and eſpecially Geneva, the mother 
Church of the reformed , Maiſter Carine, the ſupreame head of 
Ben. l aur magit, the Confiſtory there, hath told vs beforeʒ that Princes (not agree · 
—— lu ing with him in religion) are rather to be ſpitted vpon, than obey - 
luphl. ed; they are not worthy to be numbred among men, they are be- 

reaued of all authority. F., his ſucceſſour in place, ſuccceded 

him alſo both in opinion and practiſe, arming ſubietts againſt 

their Prince. And as Maiſter Doctor Sarbffe ſaith in effect, ouer- 

throwing all authority of Chriſtian Kings and Magiſtrates, and 

giving power to ſubiects, not onely to take Armes, butts depoſe 

and kill the Prince, if he impugne their religion. And accordingly 

Calvin autel f. in practiſe he Proteſtants there, (as Cotine himſelfe, Doctor Sar 

bars. ter. dle pi. Ife, and the Archbiſhop of Canterbury be witneſſes ) depoſed 

their Soucraigne from his temporall right, and euer ſince, continue 

in that ſtate of rebellion. And not content with tt bellion to one 

and their owne Lord and Ruler, they celebrated a Councell, 

per Fru ont. wherein it was concluded that King Francis the ſecond, then king 

— ns of France, his wife, the Queene, his children, Queene mother, the 

: Nobility, and all good Magiſtrates of that kingdome, ſhould by 
a certaine day, by treacherous deceits, be put to death. | 

In Burgunqh, a like Aſſembly and Conuenticle was called, kept, 

and therein decreed at Cabillon; that three wormes muſt be taken 

forth of the world: ( theſe men were net content to make their o- 

pinion and practiſe, to one, or afew kingdomes) firſt, the Chutth 

of Rome: ſecondly, the noble families of aritient houſes: and third= 

ly, all ciuill pollicy, gouernment, and iuriſdiẽtion. How faithfully

pam, and ſuchpublike and dogwaticall Proteſtants, the eggers 4 $accad.eglif, 
and inſtruments of all thoſe flaughters, rebellions, and oppreſſi- — 
ons in that Monarchie, herein they tooke all law, authoritie, and pi up. 
execution thereof, from the King and Magiſtrates. They conſpi- 
red in one night, to rob all the Churches in France: how did they 
depoſe Magiſtrates, ſell Cities, giue the ſpoiles to ſtrangers, &c.

ſtant ſubicAsof this Kingdome, the Dukes of Northumberland 
and Suffolke, (againe and againe) ſo many Nobles to be paſſed 
with obliuion, all their whole Cleagie, Archbiſhoppe, Biſhops 
and others, not only againſt the law of God and their Queene, but 
oaths of fidelitie to K. Herrie the eight, that I am bold to affirme, 
no Ptoteſtant obic ctor can giue inſtaunces in any time or Nation 
of Catholique Regiment or Subiects, where ſo great and mani- 
folde outrages haue been committed.

firmedor denied. is itue in the ſence of che, Reſpondent, ds we ſtill 
ſuppoſe, and he i not bound to anſwer in other ſence , as beforer: 
yea, to aunſwere in theſence of the iniutians examiner , rather 
ſeemeth a breach of law and dutie with him, then an obſeruation 
thereof. Therefore, ſeting as Saint Auguſtine writcth, entiri, to 
lie, is cantra m ontem ire, to goe againſt a mans minde and meaningʒ 
there is neither lie, vniuſtice, or any ſinne in this caſeʒ but onely.in 
ihe examiner, there is vſurpation againſt the lawe, and iniurie 
to the examminate : and this doctrine of equiuocation in this 
ſence, is no late invention. The Scripture telleth vs, how lacob 
told his fathec 1/44c that hee was his firſt begotten Sonne Eſau, 
which was not ſoin the ſence of the Patriarke aaa: ſuch æqui- 
uocacion allo the Prophet /eremie vſed to the people, when fol- 
lowing the aduice of the King, hee told otherwiſe then the truth, 
in their ſence, one thing for another : ſo the Scriptures affitme in 
diuers ſences, that Saint /obn Baptiſt was Eqas, and was not. Our 
Saviour himſelfe ſaid to his Apoſtles, he would not goe vp to Je- 
ruſalem, and yet ſecretly he went: he fained to his Diſciples, goin 
to Ema, that he would go further. Concerning, the Popes dil- 
penſacion in oths,when this diſcoverer can prove abuſe in Catho- 
like doctrin, in ſuch caſes ke ſhal have further anſwer: in the mean 
time, he may vnderſtand that meaner ſuperiors then Popes, may 


irritate the oaths and vows alſo of their ſubiects. So the father may 


deale with his childe in divers caſes, and other ſuperiors of their 
ſubieRs : ſo temporall Princes may doe, and alſo legittimate their 
children, not legitimate, as many teach: ſo King Hemy the eight 
both thought and practiſed wich his daughters, Queene ery, 
and Queene EA bei, whom he hadillegittiwate,and after, decla- 
red the contrary, and made them legittimate by ſtatute. 

Now [I plainely anſwere to his propoſition of breaking othes, 
That all Catholikes of this kingdome, both prieſts and others, 
doe, and ought, ſincerly to acknowledge his Maieſtie to be as ab- 
ſolute and really true King of all his kingdomes, and ouer all his 
ſubiects of hat profeſſion or calling ſoeuer, as euer any *

to the ſuppoſed Diſcouery. 
like King his predeceſſor was either of them ĩointly vnited or diſ- 
ioyned, and that aſmuch temporall dutie and obedience belong- 
eth vnto him, and in their degrees to his honourable Counſaile 
and inferior Magiſtrates, concerning the affaires of Common - 
wealth; and that among other duties, to denie to ſweare, or vio- 
late an oath, iuridicè, iuſlly , and according to courſe of law pro- 
poſed, and to equiuocate therin is a ſinne damnable : and that it is 
the error of Wickliffe and later Proteſtants to be of other minde. 
But ſcing the internall cogitations of men, only naturally knowne 
to God, defiling the ſoule, and not offenſine to externall peace, 
and gouernment, how wicked ſoeuer they be of their owne na- 
ture, belong only to the conſiſtory of God, and internum forum, 
we hope it will not be offenſiue, to entreat that the naturall con- 
ſciences be not arrained in externall courts, which the Pope him-

rence. The words of his Maicſty be, Nemo cogitur detegere ſuam 
tnpitudinem in ſuch a caſe, and that fame and ſcandall muſt be 
looked vnto, with a condemning of the Statiſh proteſtants in that

the party anie way either for life, libertie, or ſcandall, he might refuſe 
to an/were , neither was he vrged therevnto; ſemblable was the 
conſent of all. And if this Rule was generall, I hope Catholikes 

be not exempted. | 
As concerning interrogatories de futurit contingentibus, firſt 
things hereafter to haue an vncertaine being, concerne not a pre- 
ſent certaine ſtate, ſecondlie the Angelles themſelues naturallie 
know them not; thirdly the ſoule of Man is ignorant of them; no 
creature doth by naturall ſcience vnderſtand them : for all ſuch 
knowledgeis either by the obiect preſent, that is not in this caſe,

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treate may be left to God, who oely in that ſence, is Scrutat or 
cerdu, and comprehendeth al cauſes more excellently then them- 
ſclues ; ther ile it would be hard codefcipher, how he himſelſe 
knoweth ſuch things. | 

But to ſpeake to this obiector, concerning his proteſtants pro- 
ceedings in diſſimulation and æquiuocating; Was not the beha- 
our of Lather the Evangeliſt, fo vile in this kinde, that neuer 
any pillery- mate ſo bebaued himſelfe, as his owne friends, Fox, 
Seiden, and other Proteſtants. giue demonſtration, and not only in 
ciui l but diuine matters where, by all ju&gement, no æquiuoca- 


non may be allowed: yet, at his pleaſure now, he appealed to Pope, 


now detiued it. now recanted his errors, pteſenily defended them, 
now ſub nitte d him ſelfe to Cardinall Caietan, now refuſed it, now 
teaching one now another religion, as beſt ſerued his purpoſe: all 
his owne writings be till witneſſes againſt him. So did the Pro- 
teſtanis of Englænd diſſemble, flatter, change, and rechange, both 
their faith, and their faſhions, topleaſe King Henry the eight, the 
protectors of King Edward ihe ſixt, and Queene Elzaberh, as hi- 
ſtories and ſtatutes are teſtimony to the ir confuſion. The like (and 
worſe) cogging, lying æquiuocating, and diſſembling was practi- 
ſed by Caluin, as the Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, Bea, and 
others beare record: for which, he was baniſhed Genua, for a lying 
and diſſembling ſeducer; and by ſuch trades, deluded the Aru- 
zans and citizens there, the ſecond time reſtord himſelf, & obtaind 
principallity by fuch meanes. So alſo he cooſened the Tygurines, 
and among his Diſciples, Iura periuna, ferua fidem ( ſcilicet ¶ al- 
uinianum) was made a dogmatical principle. In Expand, Cramer 
the proteſtant Archbiſhop of Canterbury in his time, and the 
moſt publice man of chat profeſſion, cannot be excuſcd, (Fox him- 
ſelfe being Iudge) from counterfaiting the hands of 30. conuoca- 
tion men, to giue a lying credit to his falſe cauſe, as Doctot gon 
proued againſt him. in the publilce Schooles of O xſaraꝭ and in the 
ſame place, Doctor Martin made demonſtration, how hee had 
forſworne himſeife, and becne periurrdin a moſt high degree, 
twice at the leaſt, ſwearing obedience to the Sea of Rene. And 
moſt certaine it is, that ſo oſten he had fForteto the ſupremacie 
of King Henry the tight, and Ting Edu tho ſixt: and yet, after 
all this againe, in the daies of Queene erp he ä oben 
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dience to the Pope. And Cremer himſelfe confeſſed, hee had 
ſworne ſuch contrary oathes, but excuſed it by æquiuocation, (ſo 
much condemned by this accuſer) affirming, as his words doe ſig- 
nifie, that he ſpake one thing, and meant another, which in cauſes 
of religion (ſuch as this) all men condemne for greateſt wicked- 
neſſe. For what authority ſoeuer men haue to examine, God hath 
alwaies a true right vnto his honour, not to be denied. Such was 
the proceeding alſo of Bucer, and Peter Martyr, the two great 
Proteſtant profeſſors of diumity, in Cambridge and Oxfora, whom 
the whole Engliſh Goſpel could not match; and yet contrary to 
their former profeſſion and doctrine, they taught what the Par- 
lament would pleaſe to appoint. And | would demand, whether 
all the Proteſtant Adherents, to the Dukes of Northumberland 
and Suffolke , were not inthis caſe of æquiuocation: and is it not 
both now ordinary to Puritans , who in acknowledging exter- 
nally his Maieſties ſupremacy , and ſuppreſſing their Presbiterie, 
an eſſentiall point of their faith, and note of their Church, doe not 
as they beleeue in mince. And externally communicate in Chur- 
ches, ſervice and ſacraments with Preteſtants, whom, and whoſe 
religion they condemne to hell: and the Protcſtants diſſemble 
like wiſe in the Kings ſupremacy. |

He tenth and laſt Obiection, being no new Reaſon, but an 

. Epilogue of the former, that is; All Romiſb Priefts, as Prieſt; to 

profeſſe ſame,and other ſome : All of thoſe ſedtious poſirions, are be- 

fore confuted and prooued in every particular, to be vntrue, and 

needeth no further anſwer, being before euidentz that neither all 

Prieſts,nor any one Prieſt, as a Prieſt doth, or can maintaine any 
one diſobedient or ſeditious opinion. 

And whatſoeuer this man, more malitiouſſy, than truly or wiſe- 
Iy,Caith; T hat all Prieſts in the Popiſh Seminaties, vow obedience 
totheir ſuperiors : and therefore, _ the ſuperiors — 
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An Anſwer 


ſuch Seditious poſitions, the ſchollers are bound to their doctrine. 
Theſe aſſertions be moſtfalſly obiected, for firſt the ſchollers doe 
not vowe any obedience to their Superiors; and that obedience 
which they promiſe, & practiſe, is in obſeruing the collegiall rules 
and conſtitutions : as in Cambridge and Oxford;all Schollers, when 
they be matriculated & ingraffed to the Vniuerfity, do accuſtome; 
there is neither vo, oth, nor promiſe, to obey the in their dectrin. 
Secondlie, this cannot be either vowed, puniſhed, or perfor- 
med: for no Rector of any colledge is ordinarily a Reader of di. 
vinitic in his Colledge. T hirdly, the Caholike Students neither 
of England or any other Nation are bound to defend their maſters 
reading, but in matters of faith, and generallie receaued doctrine: 
And although ZBellermine did ſome times read controuerſies in 
Rome, And Doctor Gifford was a profeſſor in Rhemes, Do- 
cor Stapleton at Louaine, and the Cardinall at Doway , (which 
be all readers to Engliſh, which he alleagethz) yet not all Engliſh 
Prieſts, nor the tenth part of them, were Auditors and Schollers 
to theſe profeſſors: ws yet there is not any one ſentence alleaged, 
from any of them, or any other, Catholike, which in true ſence will 
bring any preiudice to dur mol holy and innocent cauſe, as I haue 
made demonſtration. 

Thus it abſolutely remaincth proued (moſt gratious Prince) 
that if the opinion of any Diuines, concerning depoſing Princes, 
or waking warre againſt them by ſubiects, be treaſonable, and not 
tollerablein a Common-weale, it is in the Proteſtant profeſſion, 
by many degrees, excceding any other, both for opinion and pra- 
ctiſe: and that the opinion of Catholikes, is the leaſt dangerous to 
this, or any State. 

And for this Diſcoverer, if his late recited Argument, that 
ſchollers muſt agree with their Maiſters in ſentence, ſhall ſtand 
,himſelfe, (with all Miniſters of his profeſtion) being the diſ- 
ciples of ſo many ſeditions, and rebellions, Pedagogues, his, and 
_ Anceſtors in proteſtancy, mult alſo with them be guiltyin 
at kinde. 
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The Concluſion. 


VV Hexefore (moſt mercifull Soueraigne) the poore, inno- 
cent, and diſtreſſed Catholiques of this kingedome, 
humbly entreat licence, to propoſe that queſtion te your Maie- 


ſtie, out carchly Kingzwhich — and holy Job, in his greateſt |, 


afflitions, ſo confidenely in this manner, diſputed with his Crea · 
tor and King in heaven : Anſwer me, bo great iniquities and ſine:

can, & in amaritudinibus moratur oculus ment: wee haue not (as we 
hope) ſianed againſt you, and yet our eyes remaine in bitterneſſe 
of teates , and can behold nothing but matter of mourning and 
Lawentation; Our nature and Nation, cannot turne your gracious 
afpeRaway : for all of this Dominion, and your moſt fauoured be 
there, in theſame caſe with your Suppliants: that ancient faith 
andreligion which wee defend , cannot be cauſe to ſuch oflenceʒ 
for ſo all Catholikesin the world, chat be, and euer were, were to 
be cenſured by their Princes, with fuch meaſure. To profeſſe that 
religion in a Proteſtant regiment, cannot breede ſuch yariances 
forfo all other Catholike ſubiects, in all proteſtant Countries, were 
= = 1 b 
Andif one and the ſame reſigion, can (by any notappeari 

reaſon) be feared by ſome, ſabre to ſuſpitions at home, which 


their politicke wiſedome may ſuppoſe, no forrai t 
— nt hath ſo ſufficiently attended and — — haue 
in the ſincerity ofout ſoules, without all 1 or doubt- 
full ſence, purged our ſelues from all jealoſie of theſe opinions, 


pretences, or praftiſes, which our enemies could diſcover, wort 


to be obiected. In anſwer whereof we haue both wade manife 

proofe, that we doe not otherwiſe eſteeme ofthe Proteſtants of 
this nation, then our ſelues, and thoſe of the ſame faith with vs, in 
all civill ſocieties and communications;that we gine the ſame tem- 
porall dutic, loyaky, and obedience, to _ Souetagne, honour 
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to Nobles, and loue to all; that although we differ in religion, yet 
we are ſo farte from making Proteſtants odious, and vaworthy 
of mutuall commr nications in ciuill affaires, that we defend their 
dignities, mageſtracy and rule, againſt men of their owne profeſ- 
ſion. We doe not aſſigne any ſoueraigne mere ciuill power over 
Princes, as the Proteſtants in all places haue taught and practiſed, 
neither any ſpirituall preeminence in any externe Ptelate, preiu- 
diciall to Princes right, as our ſers doe in Presbiteries, and 
private Miniſters; we haue not denied either election, or ſueceſſi- 
on of Proteſtant Piinces, as our adverſaries haue done, both to 
Catholikes and Proteſtants, for their owne aduantage: our do- 
Arine denieth no obedience to you, which was euer given to any 
Chriſtian Prince of England, che firſt, vato the haſt King 
Henry the ſeventh, by whom, and whoſe cldeſt Catholike Daugh- 
ter, your Highneſſe is inthroned . We doe not ſuggeſt the 
uerers obiected forcible depoſition of elected Princes : Prote- 
ftancs have deprived more in this ſhort being of their Goſpel, by 
their popular mutenics and private authoritie, than all Popes in 
all ages of chriſtian religion , with publike conſent of Princes and 
people, haue condiſcended vnto. Prateſtants haue taken Armes 
and raiſed generall rebellions, more often againſt Princes, not to 
be condemned, than all Popes haue impoſed cenſures, by publike 
complaint, againſt choſe which are noted in hiſtories, for extraor- 
dinaryimpious. If any hath otherwiſe proceeded, no Catholike 
may defend it: wee doe not, nor may not by our religion, intend, 
defigne, or practiſe, iuſtifie, or defend the murtherof Princes, or 
profeſle rebellions : the difciphne of the holy Church and generall 
Councells, (rules in our 2 1 k —— what 2 
| teſtancy claimeth, what it hath taught raiſed in 
—— Hungary, T ranſunenia, Germania, 1 
Helueria, Flanderr,Swenclanli, France, Emaen, your Maicſtics king - 
domes, and your ſelfe haue beene witneſles, for many yeares. We 
doe not allow in opimon, or may practiſe in act, zquivecation, 
concealed, double or ſecret — — 7 1 
and iuridicall interrogatories, and profeſſion of religion. | 
Proteſtants which defend — — it in ſuch cauſes, notivſth 
fiable in true diuinitie. Our Prieſts, neither vnder that reduplica= 
tine formalitie (as Prieſts) nor otherwiſe maintaine by our religi- 
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on, amy poſition or pact tons, or not obedient: ifan 
ticular men forwant of learning, haue ſeemed to ſpeake or thinke, 
or for want of grace, dealt or practiſed in other ſence, (no reli- 
gion made all men Saints) religion did not teach it, and Cathokkes 
generally cendemne it. 9 
Therefore our confidence cannot but continue, that the Roy- 
all promiſes of — higbeſt Autherity, of Lenitic, of no bloud 
for Religion, not be recalled. The demertitt ef a ſewe, is 
no generall mpediment . The Scriptures inſtru vs, aum qua 
peccaueris ipſa moriatur; one man muſt not beare the burthen of o- 
thers finnes. All Schooles agree, that no man can condignelie 
meritte firſt grace, to any other, though but one; then the tranſ- 
greſſion of one, or fewe , cannot be demeritte, for innocents to be 
afflicted; great is the difference of the members.inanaturall, and 
ciuill body, in this cauſe, though che firſt doe ſuffer in ſome ſence 
together, by connexion in nature, yet in the ſecond, the caſe and

reaſon is different. 
© Remember moſt worthy Prince, not only how grieuous, but 
how generall the penalties againſt your Catholiquesbe enacted: 


And yet newthircamings be made, thatnewand more ſtraunge 
(as nec inter genres) ſhall be ordained : The bodies, honours, re- 
putations, and riches of husband, to be puniſhed for their wives 
religion, and ſoules z to which they are neither husbands, nor ſu- 
periors. Children to be taken from Parents, Parents to be de- 
med of their education; which Catholike Princes doe not, and 

in conſcience, cannot offer to the Jewes themſelues, though (in 
ſome opinion) the ſlaues of Chriſtians . Children, ſeruants, kinſ- 
men, and neighbors are to be made hired Eſpialls, to betray their 
arents, maſters, kinred, friends, in things, as vnlawfull, which 

the whole Catholique world honoureth for holy, and they ven- 
ture their ſoules and fempitermtie that they be ſuch, commen- 
dable Artes, Functions of phiſicke &c. which haue not conne- 
xion with Religion, are to beputtofilencein Catholikes. The 
ſeuere penaltie for not monethbe profeſſing the Proteſtant faith 
in Churches, (when in all dunnitie theprecept of Profeſſion of 
tue and vndoubted faith, inſe, and ex ſe bindeth but ſeldome) 
is to be increaſed : And othen of ſuch condition, too many here 
to be mentioned, and too grieuous — vnnaturall (we hope) in 
| 1 Four 
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— — opinion, tobe concluded by a Kings conſent. 
berefore, vader fanour for all, I inſtance in one moſt heauic and 
generall in thoſe of our deceaſed Queene. 

All Pnieſts though neuer fo dutifull or obedient be cenſured 
for Traitors, equally wich the greateſt offendor in ſinne of 
ſon, when many guiltleſſe ſoules of that ſacred order, would not 
for thouſands of worlds once conſent: to any ſuch, or a fatte infe- 
rior offence. A thing moſt ſtraunge and beyond, all example, 
that men in reſpect only of their calling. and function, and that 
tunction ſo rłuerenced by all our forefathers, ſhould without fur- 
ther cauſe be condemned as guilty of ſoa deteſted crime. We de- 
fend holy prieſthood to be a ſacrament, which being ordained by 
God,cannot be changed by man,Pope, Prelate,or humane power 
but remainethin al things. ſabſtance, and doctrine, the ſame which 
in thoſe dayes when it was ſo henorably c{tcerped of all yourchris 
ſtian progenitors, & whenour mother Cinevgh her farſt in- 
cegrity by your — — iudgement as we are ready to małe de- 
fence. And if your Maieſty ſhould decree the like law againſt any 
degree, or profeſcion of your other ſubiectszʒ or the 9 4 France; 
(or other Prince in other eſtate of men) ſhould enact by Parlia» 
ment, that all Miniſters in his Dominions made contrarie to the 
Romane vſe,approued in his Territorics )ſhould be Traitors; the 
pulpits of England would not be ſilent, to reproue it of great abſur- 
diy. We ſope thereforezthat the rare example of one Queene, wil 
not ouer ballance ſo many your holy and wiſe Progenitors, and all 
Princes of the world in this point . And if one againſt ſo many 
hundreds, coulde carrie (againſt ſo manie reaſons) equiuolent 
motiue of imitation : yet wee truſt, as you doe not inheritte by 
Queene Fhzabeth, (or King Edwardthe faxt, or King Hewrie the 
eight) whoſe next line ang life, rather ſuſpended your Title, then 
gaue you the Diademeof theſe vnited dominions; but by Queene 
Alargaret , and Qneene Marie of Scotland, Cathglike princes, 
and King Henris the ſeauenth, of England, of the ſame Religion, 
with all their, and yaur common Aunceſtors; ſo you rather will 
inheritte the ſteppes of them, ſo many, and holy, in ihis path, 
which left you ſo great a Title, both to heauen and earth, then 
followe the lone example, of one woman, or the father, and 
ſon, a child, from whom no ſuch precminens is, ** 
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to che ſuppoſed Diſcouery. '

Yet neuertheleſſeſdread Liege)if it will pleaſe your Maieſty to 
vouchſafe vs licence to requelt, and grace to obtaine, that your 
owne princely ſentence and cenſure may ſtand: that we ought not

And ſceing the disfauour and penalties againſt lay Catholikes, 
are grounded vpon their Recuſancy, to be preſent at yourprote- 
ſtant Seruicez wee humbly beſeech, it may be called to memory, 
how they haue proteſted in ſeuerall ſupplications, one to your 
Maieſty, before the end of the laſt Parliament; and the other to 
Queene Edi xabeib, in the ihe ſeuen and twenty yeare of her raigne, 
to be builded onely vpon feare of offending God. To which, 
their ſo long and — — loſſes, impriſonments, and 
ſufferings, are ſufficient witneſleʒ and for further triall thereof, haue 
offered to repaire to yout Proteſtant Churches and Seruice, 
without further exception, if the learned of your religion can, and 
doe proue to the learned of their profeſſion, that it may be perfor- 
med without offence to God: which is ſo much in the opinion ot 
all divines,as any chriſtian ſubiects can offer inthis cauſe. In which 
minde, as I doubt not but they ſtill continue, ſo I am aſſureũ, that 
the Prieſts of Eng/end will give like conſent . This if your Prote- 
ſane Cleargy doe refuſe,or doe not ſatizfic ſo Chriſtian a requeſt, 
we hope your Majeſty, being wiſc, learned, iudicious, and grati- 
ous, will perceiue, that che ſeuerity of the lawes againſt them, for 
that cauſe is not to be put in praftiſe. Theſe things in moſt hum. 
ble manner, we commend to your higheſt and mercifull confide- 
ration : And — Almighiy, to grant all happineſſe 
and proſperity to your Maieſty, and poſtefity, we conclude in all 

dutifull fubicRion, with that antient Father: We will faithfully 
lerue you in your Pallace, we will accompanie other your 
ſubietts in the market, wee willioyne with them 
in the field againſt your enemies; onely 
to you we leaue the Churches.
